TEL AVIV (AP)- Israeli Jet 


fighter-bombers attacked Jorda- 
nian positions on the east bank 
of the Jordan River today for 
the first time since the Arab-Is- 
raeli war in June. 


Jordan claimed two Israeli 


planes were shot down and said 
the pilot of the first one bailed 
out and was killed. It did not 
say how. 


Israel admitted the loss of one 


of its French Mysteres and said 
the pilot bailed out over Jordan. 


The Israeli Army also an- 


nounced that one Israeli was 
killed and one wounded by Jor- 
danian shelling. It claimed six 
Jordanian tanks and one ar- 
mored car destroyed. 


Amman Radio said the Jorda- 


nians lost only one military ve- 
hinle and there were no casual- 
ties to Jordanian personnel. It 
claimed Israeli tanks and other 
equipment were set ablaze, two 
Israeli gun positions were de- 
stroyed and most of their per- 
, sonnel were killed.

Russia Trying 
for Amphibious 
Attack Force

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Pen- 


tagon sources say the Soviet Un- 
ion apparently Is building a sec- 
ond helicopter carrier and sug- 
gest the Soviets may be bent on 
developing 
a significant am- 


phibious warfare force. 


The sources Interpreted the 


envelopment as a sign the Sovi- 
ets may be belatedly taking a 
leaf out of the American book 
and building a force that could 
I n t e r v e n e with Marlne-ilke 
troops in overseas crises. 


"The construction of the new 


vessel reportedly is In its early 
stages, but Pentagon experts 
said it appears to be a helicop- 
ter carrier like the first such So- 
viet ship whose existence was 
disclosed publicly only about a 
rnonth ago. 
. The first helicopter carrier, 
about 600 feet long and less than 
30,000 tons, is being outfitted 
near Odessa In the Black Sea, 
the sources said. The second 
carrier is being built In the 
same place. 


The rise of Soviet interest In 


amphibious warfare has been a 
matter of concern for the United 
States and for its North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization partners. 


Since the Arab-Israeli war 


last June, the Soviets have 
maintained a fleet of more than 
45 warships and supporting ves- 
sels in the Mediterranean, Five 
of these ships are amphibious 
types. 
, Coupled with this is the evi- 
dent attention the Soviets are 
giving to their "naval infantry," 
roughly a counterpart of the 
U,S, Marine Corps. 


After a^ on-again, off-again 


history, the Soviet naval infan- 
try apparently was revived a lit- 
tle more than three years ago.

In New York, the price of U.S, 


government bonds declined.

dipped. Commodity prices, in- 
cluding cocoa, sugar and cop- 
per, were mixed. 


Apprehension had built up 


among investors after the Brit- 
ish pound was devalued to $2.40 
from $2.80, the British lending 
rate was raised to 8 per cent 
from 6,5 per cent and the U.S. 
discount was increased to 4.5 
per cent from 4 per cent during 
the weekend, 


The devaluation was intended 


to bolster the sagging British 
economy 
by making exports 


more attractive by lowering 
their price by about 14.3 per 
cent. At the same time, the de- 
valuation Increased the price

The 
British 
government 


plagued by years of importing 
more than it exports, hoped the 
devaluation would change its 
balance of trade. 


The boost In the British lend- 


ing rate was designed to attract 
foreign investment in Britain by 
paying a higher interest rate 
and also to slow economic activ- 
ity.The U.S. Federal Reserve 
Board hiked its official lending 
rate for the same reason—to 
tighten the money supply. 


A result of the devaluation 


may be that Americans will pay 
less tor scotch, sweaters, china 
and other imports from Britain. 
But importers say this may not 
result until after Christmas.

pressed the opinion that the ad- 
verse reaction of the financial 
developments on the stock mar- 
ket may be brief.

Mental Anguish 


With blunt and angry language, 


Millie's boss told her she was fired. 
Understandably upset, Millie filed 
suit for the "mental anguish" she 
had suffered. 


But she could point to no per- 


sonal 
violence, no slanderous 


words. The court concluded that 
her complaint was not tangible 
enough to support 
a claim for 


damages. 


That has long been a basic rule 


of law. Vou may collect damages 
for mental anguish only if it is the 
result of some other wrongful ad, 
such as assault or battery or false 
imprisonment. But not for mental 
anguish alone.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - A 


team of federal investigators 
went to work today trying to de« 
termitte why a TWA jet passen- 
ger plane crashed while%&p« 
preaching the Greater Cincin* 
nati Airport Monday night, ap. 
parently killing 64 of 82 persons 
aboard. 


"We counted up all our pas* 


sengers again, and now find 
there were 75 passengers and 
seven crew members," said 
TWA District Manager A. B, 
Krueger. "There are 18 survi- 
vors." 


"That leaves 64 persons not 


accounted for. I don't want to 
say they are all dead, but I 
don't have much hope for find- 
ing any more survivors," Krue- 
ger added. 


Six of the survivors were re- 


ported in serious or critical con- 
dition in various area hospitals. 


Most 
of the 
injured 
were 


rushed to St. Elizabeth Hospital 
in Covington, Ky. Two-thirds of 
the nurses at the hospital re- 
signed last week in a dispute 
with the management—but most 
of them reported back to work 
Monday night to care for the in- 
jured. 


The debris-strewn crash scene 


is in ars'orchard about 1.5 miles 
north oi the airport and not far 
from the spot where an Ameri- 
can Airlines passenger plane 
crashed in 1965 with heavy loss 
of life.
